fact of the matter is that the Navy was 
prevented by the arbitrary rules of cen- 
sorship, imposed by Sec. Johnson and aide 
and abetted by Sec. Matthews and other 
defense department heads, from present- 
ing its case. 

This censorship reached such propor- 
tions that officers testifying before the 
House Armed Services Committee in the 
B-36 dispute were ordered to submit tran- 
scripts of their testimony to the Defense 
secretary for review before going before 
the committee. Only when the committee 
took matters in its own hands, after hear- 
ings were renewed last week, were things

And that was the direct result 
of Capt. Crommelin’s deliberate disregard 
for the censorship regulations. 

When any government official can con- 
trol completely, in time of peace, the utter- 
ances of those responsible officials under 
him whose years of experience and expert 
knowledge are vital to the safety of the 
country, then it is time for Congress and 
the public to take a hand.

But ‘the eggs particularly point up the 
problem of dealing with the surplus of per- 
ishables acquired under the  price-support 
program. By law, the Government is re- 
quired to go into the market and buy them 
up when the price is in danger of falling 
below parity levels, which is designed to 
maintain price equality between the com- 
modities the farmers produce and the things 
they have to buy. Parity, in other words, ts 
a scheme whereby a dozen eggs will buy 
the same amount of manufactured articles 
or anything else the farmer uses as a dozen 
eggs would bring 40 years ago—or during 
the base period of 1909 to 1914. 


The CCC does the same thing with cotton, 
wheat and the other grains. But the difficulty 
with eggs and like commodities is that they won’t 
keep. The only way to preserve the eggs for a 
time is to reduce them to powdered form, an un- 
palatable dish at best. 

Out in Kansas we have got a cave covering 
15 acres stacked four and five high with barrels 
and crates of the powdered eggs. There are 175 
pounds of powdered eggs to the barrel, and each 
pound represents three dozen eggs—a good day’s 
production for a flock of 40 hens. 

Getting rid of the eggs has been no easy task. 
For a while we shipped much of the powdered 
product to England as a part of our Marshall 
Plan operations. But British housewives, along 
with those elsewhere, soon became fed up on 
them. There is ttle or no market for them in 
this country. They are a drug on the market. 

Yet the Government is forced to continue its 
price support purchases of fresh eggs to main- 
tain the parity level. So long as that policy is 
in operation the consuming public will be de- 
prived of a large quantity of valuable food prod- 
ucts, eggs being one of the favorite American 
dishes. It amounts to sheer waste. 
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with the problem of what to do with

Whatever may be said of the general scope of 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan’s controver- 
sial new farm commodity support plan, it does 
seem to offer something in the case of eggs and 
similar perishable products. He proposes that 
we allow these products to seek their own price 
level in the open market and then make up the 
parity difference to farmers in the form of sub- 

payments. 

In other words, instead of the present $85,- 
000,000 worth of eggs held by the Government 
soing to waste, Secretary Brannan would permit 
them to be sold to the public for whatever price 
they would bring. No one seems to know whether 
it would cost more or less to handle the perish

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Efforts were made earlier in the session 
to apply the Brannan plan to eggs and a few 
other perishable commodities like potatoes 
and butter. Congress turned it down. Now 
the problem has appeared again. Our nation- 
al legislators are trying to decide what to do 
about those products which will not keep in- 
definitely. If they are not consumed in time, 
they will spoil. It seems a pity to destroy 
food that way when much of the world is 
hungry and underfed. 


Another advantage of the Brannan plan is 
that it would permit the public to buy the per- 
ishables at a cheaper price. Thus the public 
would get some direct benefit from the program. 
With foodstuffs as high as they are, this would 
be welcomed by American housewives. It would 
be a dividend we would collect, all of us, on the 
tax bill we have to pay to maintain the price 
support program. 

Unless a better way is found to deal with 
the eggs and related commodities, Congress may 
yet find that it could do worse than give the 
plan a trial] run. We might try it out for a 
vear or so, at least, to see how it works. If it 
proved too expensive we could always go back 
to something else. As it is, something should be 
done to stop the great waste in important items 
of food.
